“The country is on a silver basis and 
prices are high. he ‘is the unit of 
value, although the bollvyar is the c on 
coin, A peso is worth 80 cents and a bolivar 
20 cents. Bolivars are legs! aggre up to 
500, equivalent to $100. ttle gold is in 
circulation, but I understand that the lead- 
ing merchants carry in their own vaults 
considerable sums of. gold—from $25,000 
to 850,000—to protect their credit. They do 
not use the banks for ‘hoarding, and their 
substitute for Exchanges is a café, to which 
they repair jn the morning and taik Jetsure- 
ly over business. 

“Arrangements for caring for the poor are 
most curfous and interesting. every Satur- 
day householders lay out on a table im the 
courtyard of their houses corns, food, cloth- 
ing, and whatever cise they wish to give 
away. The poor call for the gifts, and are 
seen mo more until the Saturday following. 
Street begging is unknown there. 

* One reason that should make Venezuela 
attractive to Summer visitors is the cil- 
mate. I was there in the wet season, which 
is the least’pieasant, but the rain comes 
daily in the middle of the afternoon, and is 
not disagreeable. On a day that no rain 
fell the night was warm. Every other 
night [ slept under blankets. Along the 
coast there is copia weather, but to reach 
Caracas one ascends by raii 9,000 feet and 
then descends 3,0), The journey. by rail is 
twenty-seven miles in winding through the 
mountains to get six and a half miles from 
the coast town of La Guayra, It is a most 
picturesjue ride, the scenery being equal to 
anyth’ng J have seen either in Europe or in 
this country. After a vacation in that 
country, the return to New-York was like 
coming into a furnace.’

Three Railrond Employes Hurt--Pas- 
sengers Escape Injury.

The irains in collision were a New-York, 
Susquehanna and Western one, consisting 
ofan engine, tender, and two passenger 
coaches going east, and an “IF. F. V. Lim- 
ited dining car of the Chesapeake: and 
Ohio Line on its way to the roundhouse at 
Paint of Rocks, drawn py Drill Engine No, 
965. 

The “F. F. V. Limited ’”’ car belonged to 
a train that had just discharged its pas- 
sengers at the Pennsylvania Station. he 
drill engine had. been coupled to it'and was 
hauling it up the grade on tne east-bound 
track, the engineer intending to reach the 
west-bound track by a switch at Henderson 
Street, 

The signal, showed, both eugineers claim, 
that the block was clear, yel at’ the same 
time. the New-York, Susquehanna and West- 
ern h berey was approaching on the, same 
track. i 

Both engines reached ‘the switch at:the 
same, moment, but the engirieers had seen 
their danger end. both, trains .were slowing 
down or the Gamage would have been more 
serious, | 

‘Nhe Neéw-Vork; Susquehanna and Westérn 
engine struck the rear of the tender of the 
Grill engine, which’ was Dacking, up the 
rrade, afd drove it against the cab of the 
engine, with such force. that all. the 
indows were smashed, 
The engine was driven upon the dining car 
with such force that the coweatcher and 
pliot were smashed and the platform of the 
dining car was destroyed. 

The engine of the New-York, Susquehanna 
and Western train was only slightly dam- 
aged, but it was driven back on the: first 
passenger coach with such force that the 
platform of the iatter was wrecked. 

There were about forty paszengers in the 
twe coaches Several of them were thrown 
from their seats, but no one was injured. 
A drill engine and one car weré run to the 
scene on the west-bound ‘track, and the 
passengers were transferred and taken to 
the station, 

Of the injured employes, John. Shea,, en- 
gineer of the New-York, Susquehanna and 
Western train, was most seriously hurt. 
Fie was thrown down, and his head and fate 
were slightly cut, Thomas Baxter, the con- 
ductor, was thrown down and severely 
bruised, and John Beck, the baggagemas- 
ter, had his left hand crushed. 

A. wrecking train was at once sent to the 
engines and’ the road i. Travel 
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James Dunn, the signal man in the tower 
Henderson Street, claims that he gave 
oth engineers the danger signal. Albert 
Chapman, the engineer of the drijl engine, 
and Shea, the engineer of the New-York, 
Susquehanna and Western engine, deny this 
statement They say the ‘signa!’ was 
to danger, but not until {t was too 
avert the disaster. 
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STREET BATTLE IN 


CLEVELAND. 


Strikers Waylay Non-Unioniats and 
Four Menu Are Wounded, 


CLEVELAND, Aug, 14.—The militia having 
been withdrawn from the Brown Hoisting 
Works and vicinity, a party of ten strikers 
went to the corner of Wade Park and Bast 
Madison Street to-night and lay in wait for 
a party of workmen who came by on their 
way home from the Brown works. Nine 
men were in the little group.. 

Without a moment’s warning the strikers 
rushed from behind: a saloon where they 
were in hiding, and, with a cry of. *‘ scab,’* 
begari shooting into the crowd. A few of 
the workmen weresarmed and returned the 
fire. The battle lasted about three min- 
utes, in which about thirty shots were 
fired, when the strikers fled. Four men 
were shot—two fatally. 

George Piumb, one of the workmen, was 
shot in the head and {fs expected to. die. 
Caldwell, another workman, was shot in 
the right leg and in the shoulder. Plumb 
was taken a. hospital,. where he will 
probably die. ‘ ; 

Two of the,strikers were shot, and. ote. 
wilh die. The one fatally injured is George 
Larsen. tie. was. shot through the lungs. | 
The other, whose name is Hivley, is’ not 
fatally injured. Several persons were hit 
in the riot, but their names ‘could not’ be

JACKSON'S STRANGE ExPERTENCcE | 


ON AN ICE FLOB. 


Ench Other's Présence and Came 
‘Together in a ‘Wilderness of Iee 
Without Notice or Intention—Val- 
uable Geographical Kesults trom 
the Two Expeditions—Stories Told. 
by the Returned. Voyagers. 


| The Explorers, Had No ‘Knowledge of 


Lonpon, Aug. 14—The Captain of the 
Windward has sent’a long dispatch from 
Explorer Jackson, to’A: C. W. Harmsworth, 
one of the promoters of the Jackson-Harms- 
worth expedition. The dispatch says«that 
Mr. Jackson met Dr, Nansen accidentally 


on June 17 on an ice fide southeast of Cape. 


Flore. ‘. 

The meeting was most remarkable, owing 
to Dr. Nansen being uncertain as to where 
he was, both of his watches having stopped 
and he having beén misled by errors in 
Payer’s map. Moreover, he wes quite un- 
aware of Jackson’s presence in Franz Jo- 
seph Land. 
prise and delight at meeting Jactrson, Mem- 
bers of the Jackson expedition during the 
Spring had been unknowingly within a few 
miles of Dr. Nansen’s quarters. 

Mr, Jackson then proceeds to detail! his 

own doings. He seys he fevoted most of 
the past year to exploring the western part 
of Franz Josef Land, He made accurate 
maps of the territory, He discovered new 
regions, especially a iarge -tract of land 
beyond the heretofore known limits of. the 
island, with a megnifivent headland cov- 
ered with ice from foot to summit, and & 
huge rampart of ice that could not be passed 
over at its base. Here thé party met with 
@ series of furious gales, fogs, amd driving 
snowstorms. Frequentiy they” barely es- 
caped “bray 2 smashed by the ice. 
Another lofty headland was discovered up 
Cambridge Bay, A series of hardships and 
dangerous adventurer was rewarded. by 
valuable scientific coltections. The phenom- 
enal mildness of the Spring caused dis- 
appointment. The melting of the Ice and 
the consequent dpénness. of the sea’ pre- 
vented the use of siedges in, journeys north- 
eard. A number of valuable photographs 
were taken, picturing the terrible arctic 
nature of the ice-capped country. 

Vanpmt, Norway, Avge. 14.—Dr. Nansen, 
the aretic explorer; ‘says that he expects 
the Fram will eventually arrive at Spitz- 
bergen, He Sats that she drifted with the 
ice in a westerly direction to 84 degrees. 
Rocky seas, he says, prevented him fron 
entering the mouth of the River 
for the purpose of procuring dogs, and lack 
of dogs prevented him from reaching the 
north pole, which he otherwise would heave 
found, 

Dr, Nansen says he found 
meters deep, which became 
warmer at:a depth of i390 meters. 
jand voyage, he says, was very arduous, 
but had extremely valuable resuits, He 
reached the northern coast of Franz Jo- 
sef Island’'in the Autumn of 1805 and built 
a stormhouse there in which he lived all 
the next ‘Winter. 

Dr... Nansen adds that during the Win- 
ter .when there was no bears’ Jesh to’ feed 
to the dogs he killed the weakest dogs and 
fed. them’ ‘te. the ‘others until «ae whole 
back. was, killed, ; ' 

Dr. Nansen. and Lieut. Hansen started 
May. 19 to try. to reach, Spitzbergen. After 
traveling “for s)x weeks on snow. ‘shoes, 
dragging: sledges partiy overland and part- 
ly Over sea. ite, they reached the quarters 
oocupied WY, G. Jackson. of the Wind- 
ward expedition. The members of thik ex- 
pedition were fouhd to be healthy, and Dr. 
Nansen and his companion remained with 
them for six weeks, until ihe steamer 
Windward arrived with supplies for Jack- 
son’s party. When the steamer started on 
her homeward voyage Dr. Nansen and 
Lieut. Hansen ‘accompanied her to this 
place.

Yaqgai Indians Klude Regular Cavalry 
and Mexican Troopers. 


Nocauys, Arizona, Aug. 14.—News wes 
brought to town yesterday afternoon that a 
large band of Yaqui Indians was camped 
at Huevevi, on the Satta Cruz River, 
eight niles north of Nogales, in the United 
States, A. company of, solfilers under Col. 
Bacon left. on 2 special train at 8. o'clock 
to capture them. If the Yaquis are found 
to be an armed body, they will be taken 
on suspicion of being part of the band that 
raided Sonora Wednesday. 

Four of the Indians engaged in the fignt 
were trailed toward the camp. Col, Kos- 
terlitki, with forty picked Mexicans, started 
last night on the trail of the filibusters. 
He‘ will be joined by @ troop of Mexican 
cavalry, 

A nunrber of the Indians are still in the 
mountains on the Mexican side of the line, 
and soldiers will attempt to bring them out. 

The seven officers and citizens slain in 
Wednesday's battle were buried yesterday. 
The entire town was in mourning, as ali 
were well liked. Juan Mernandez was the 
Cashier of the Mexican Custoin House and 
a relative of high officials in the Mexican 
Government. Chief of Police Sanchez was 
killed by the Indians from ambush, and did 
not get-a chance for his life, : 

It is believed the revolution is at an end, 
for the time at least, as the Indians met 
with such a hot reception that they will not; 
likely atternpt it again. Three prisoners’ 
have been taken. i

Lonpos, Aug. 14.—The Standard will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Madrid giv- 
ing further details regarding the memoran- 
dum. recently prepared by the Duke of 
Tetuan, Minister of Foreign Affairs, about 
the condition of affairs in Cuba and the re- 
lations of Spain with the American repub- 
lies, especially the United States, in connec- 
tion with Cuba, Tepe j 
The dispatch says that the Duke of Tetu- 
an, tardily following the advice of the for- 
eign diplomats to whom he had read the 
memorandum, summoned the American 
Minister, Hannis Taylor, and informed him 
of his design of presetiting the note to the 
powers, Mit ape tae MOT gan ‘ 
Mr. Taylor straightway warned the Duke 
that the document was likely seriously to 
affect the relations between Spain and the 
United States, following so closely upon 
President Cleveland's neutrality proclama- 
tion, and implying a desire to produce Eu- 
ropean interference in the diplomacy of the 
New World. ‘ 
Mr. Taylor. was so resolute that he eilc- 
{ted a pledge that the note would not be 
sent at that time, and that if the matter 
‘was again mooted Spain would take care 
that the United States was not kept im the 
dark, as in this case. Jt is added to the 
foregoing in official circles in Madrid that 
the Duke of Tetuan told Mr. Taylor that 
he did net imtend to commit an. offense 
against the Clevéland Government, whose 
friendly disposition Spain had so often 'ree-

the powers with a view to contingencies 
that might arise from the American Presi- 
dential election.

Weshingteon Opinion Is that Mr. Reyn- 
olds Will Be Selected, 


WasHINoTon, Aug. 14.—The Times this 


afternoon says: 

The nature of Secretary Smith's resigna- 
tion, if actually tendered to the Presiient, 
was again to-day a Jeading topic of discus- 
Sion in political circles. While heretofore 
it has been surniised that the Secretary had 
placed his tender of retirement from the 
Cabinet in the hands of Mr. Cleveland, the 
fact has not been .satisfactorily verified 
until now. 

The presumption prevails that the mat- 
ter will be consiiered at Gray Gables dur 
ing the conference between the President 
und Secretaries Olney and Caritsla The 
opinion is expressed that under the térms 
in which Secretary Smith’s resignation: is 
made there can be but little doubt of its 
acceptance. 

In view of these circumstances,’ #pecn- 
lation has begun as to the probable suc- 
cessor to Mr, Smith in the Interior De- 
partment, the debatable question being as 
to whether the President witli select some 
Outside man or promote Assistant Secretary 
Reynolds, for whom, it is. thought... the 
President entertains the highest regard. It 
ig understood that the promotion of Mr. 
Reynolds would be eminently satisfactory 
to the Democrats of Pennsylvania, esper- 
jally to Mr. Harrity, the ex-@hairman of 
the Democratic Natlonal Committee.

“Drivers” helpers got $50 a 
month, and when discharged ¢thers were 
employed at $40 a month, : 

The men say that they stood this for a 
long time, until’ they saw that if they con- 
sented to remain {np. the employ of the 
company they would have to accept reduc- 
tions or be discharged.

Mr. Bryan will leave the city at 1048 
this. morning for the vacation prescribed 
for him by his political advisers.

at Irvington as the guest of Gen. J. Bris- 
ben Walker. He will be accompenied by 
Mrs. Bryan and Mr. Sewall,

George Q. Cannon is really under obliga- 
tion to support McKinley in this campaign, 
because he entered into a definite conj@act 
with the Sugar Trust and leading .Republic- 
ans ‘to turn Utah from its Democratic 
course. The Whole bargain was exposed by 
THE New-York Trmps last year, 

It will be remembered that Tue Times 
charged George Q. Cannon and his family 
with bargaining for Republican support. It 
pointed out the visits of Gen, Clarkson, 
J. BH, Manley, and other politicians to Sait 
Lake City, and their clove association with 
Col. Ispac Trumbo, the well-accredited rep- 
resentative of the Spreckels interests, who 
in turn always bad access to the office of 
the Mormon First Presidency, and was al- 
ways treated. by George Q. Cannon with 
great cénsideratibn. The correspondent of 
Tue Times has been shown a letter from 
John D. Spreckels, son of Claus Spreckels 
and political head of the Spreckels familly, 
in which he said that George Q. Cannon 
had agreed with him to help the political 
interests of Col. Trumbo in return for the 
good-will of the trust. Other things point 
conclugively to a distinct bargain between 
Cannon and the Republicans. 

At a secret priesthood meeting early in 
May, - held in an, Joseph FP. Smith, the 
third member of the First Presidency of 
the Mormon Church and one of the most 
enthusiasti(¢ and fanatical tools of George 
Q. Cannon, revealed what was behind the 
bargain made by Manies and Clarkson. 
According. to -a report of the meeting, the 
substantial truth of which has not been 
denied, he said “‘ that when the [Mormon] 
yrethren were being hounded from place to 
place by the United States Mershals, per- 
seouted gor living their religion, [practic- 
ing polygamy,! imprisoned for keeping the 
commandments of God, and cast about 
them for relief, the brethren had obtained 
‘an audience with James G. Blaine, Thomas 
B. Reed, Senator: Stanford, and other lead- 
ing men of the Nation, as to how these af- 
fiictions could be steaped. 

‘These men,’ said Mr. Smith, * told us 
that our people were Democrats, and that 
therefore they would have to decline to do 
anything for us. 

“ We told them that we might show them 
more Republicans than they oounted on. 
They replied that if we could make a good 
showing this way they would try’ to do 
something for us, They said that the elec- 
tlon of only one of two Repudilcan Legis- 
latures would give them dgsurance that 
what we told them was trué, and that they 
would begin work as soon as that was 
done.’’

Ishac “Trumbo, the intimate. , af 
Gen. Clarkson, and odious paid, agent of 
Spreckels. These two men were kept as 
lobbyists in Washington, were constantly 
together; ‘and were constantly dn toveh 
with the Republican: leaders. 

it is mot dificult to make the conhectitn 
between George Q. Cannon and Col. Trumbeo; 
An instance will suffice. Co}. Trumbo did 
nothing positive for Utah's admission. We 
worked negatively, and simply kept the 
Republicans silent when the Admission’ bill 
was before. Congress. The positive action 
came from the Democrats, and was the re- 
sult of the work of Mr. Rawlins, the Demo- 
cratic Delegate to Congress. Yet, after the 
admission of Utah, Wilford Woodruff, Pres- 
ident of the Mormon Church, and George 
q. Cannon and Joseph F'. Smith, his coun- 
s¢lors, joined In a telegram to the obnox- 
ious Trumbo, in which they congratulated 
him for his great work in securing the ad- 
mission of the State, while Mr. Rawlins 
received no praise or acknowledgment from 
them. Trumbo circulated the telegram pub- 
licly last year jn hig campaign for the 
Utah Senatorship.

No more was to have. heen expected 
fromhim. Evidenees of his duplicity had been 
‘multipiied proportionately with his length 
of service in the Church. He had been 
accustomed to speak in indirect phrases and 
then double on the meaning, ang many of 
his brethren had found to their sorrow that 
they coulda not depend on what seemed to 
be binding assurances, The Democrats had 
found te their dismay that his protestations 
of 4 desire to give the Mormon people ab- 
solute freedom in political affairs was mere- 
dy. duplicity,. an@ had to eneourage the 
Democrats in‘their efforts for Statehood. 

Col. Trumbo, returning from Washington 
with hig momentous telegram in his pocket, 
and caiculating with superb assurance on 
securing the Senaiorship for his sugar mas- 
ter, found himself in an atmosphere of 
frigidity when he approached, Mr, Cannon 
on the subject.

BaTyis, N. ¥,, Aug, 14.--Not in years 
has the Republican Party been engaged. in 
so exciting a local contest as during the 
past two weeks, and the County Canvention 
at this village on Monday next !s likely ta 
be a record breaker in the amount of fac- 
tional feeling aroused. 

The trouble has arisen over the effort 
made to prevent Assemblyman Archie D. 
Sanders from’ sequring the renomination to 
which tie Is entitled by precedent, but be- 
hind the Assembly question is the more im- 
portant issue of.future leadership in the 
countv and the distribution of the patron- 
age to be within the gift of the mext Ad- 
ministration, if that Administration shall 
be Republican. 

The distribution of Republican fayors in 
Genesee for years has been in the hands 
of a trio of Batavians—Henry F. Tarbox, 
who was Postmaster under Mr. Harrison; 
Safford FE. North, who has continuously 
served the county since 1880, first as Dis- 
trict Attorney and then as County Judge, 
and John M. Hamilton, County Treasurer 
and Chairman of the Republican County 
Committee. Personally these men are re- 
spected, and while they have always had 
their own ways, their rule has not been 
especialiy offensive ta the majority of Gen- 
esee Republicans until now, 

A strong anti-Platt sentiment has existed 
in Genesee, and for this reason Mr. Tar- 
box and his friends have not kept on such 
close terms of intimacy with the State or- 
ganization as have most of the Republican 
leaders of Western New-York. Mr. Tarbox 
especially has no reason to feel friendly to- 
ward Mr. Platt, whe became reconciled with 
Wadsworth two years ago, when Mr. Tar- 
box was making a fight to wrest the Cen- 
gressional nomination from the Genesee 
man. 

The Batavia group, when they allowed 
Archie Sanders to go to the Assembly last 
year, little thought that they were bring- 
ing a man to the front who .soon would 
be recognized as Mr. Platt’s Neutenant in 
Genesee. Gut Sanders cultivated the 
duaintanes of Snedker Hamilton Fish, and

Congressman Wadsworth proved another 
friend at court, and it soon came 
that Sanders ne Jonger took his 
Batavia, but used the iong-distanct 
telephone between New-York and Albany 
like the other Platt For these 
of rebellion the decree went forth from 
tavia that Sanders must be shelved. 

Up to date the shelving enterprise 
noi prospered. There are thirteen towns in 
Genesee County, and in four of these San- 
ders cajled early caucuses, and secured the 
delegates without serious opposition. He 
formed an alliance with Alderman Charles 
Williams of Batavia, who was a candidate 
fer Sheriff. Together they sought te win 
over Batavia from the triumvirate, ana 
the caucus there was the most exciting in 
years. The old leaders were victorious, but 
the effort. it cost them. displayed their 
weakness. In the opinion of the shrewd- 
est observers it will be practically impos- 
sible for the Batavia men to defeat the re- 
nomination of Sanders, although they may 
be able to prevent him from dictating the 
other nominations and the composition of 
the Sjate delegation. 

A complimentary vote for Mr. Wadsworth 
may be expected from Genesee, but if 
Sanders has his way the delegates will. be 
in reality for Mr, Kish. In any event, Mr. 
Aldridge will not get them, for the cana! 
does not ruh through Geneseo. Mr, Wads- 
worth will have the Congressional delega- 
tion, but as Livingston, Wyoming, and Or- 
leans are aiready pledged to him the Gen- 
esee flelegates will simply aid in making 
lis nomination unanimous. 

The nomination for Sheriff is said_to He 
between. A. L. Turner of Elba and W. H. 
Coward of Byron. For Schoo! Commis- 
sioner a lively contest has aiso been maise. 
Herbert G, Reed, the son of ex-Assembly- 
man Charles N, Reed of Bergen, Wags ap- 
nointed to this position by Judge North 
last Spring to All a vaca@tucy. He is a ca 
pable and popular young man, and would 
have had litle or no opposition for the full 
term had not cireumstances forced the 
Batavia leaders to go to his town for its 
candidate against Mr. Sanders, in the per- 
son of Supervisor HW. D, Hull, The other 
aspirants for this place are J. A. Loyeridge 
of Biba, Henry J. Barber of Darien, and 
Principal McArthur of the village of Corfu. 

There hag been talk of a bolt if Mr. 
Sanders ig renominated, and some enthu- 
siastic Democrats think that they heve a 
possibility of electing a Democratic meraber 
of Asserably from Genesee, something that 
has not occurred since 1882. But Genesee 
is one of the few counties of the State 
where the Democratic organization Is com- 
letely in control of the Cleveland men. 

heir leader is Robert A. Maxwell, now 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General. Now, 
it happens that Maxwell is an implacable 
enemy of Dayid B. Hill, who removed 
Maxwell from his place as Superintendent 
of the Insurance Department.

DEATH OF MUSES G. ROSENBLATT. 


Was a Member of the Firm of Dreyfus, 
Kohn & Co. ’ 


Moses G. Rosenblatt, a member of the 
firm of Dreyfus, Kohh & Co., importers and 
dealers in silks, laces, and millinery, who 
suspended on July 30, died vesterday at his 
residence, 54 West Fifty-second Street 

Mr. Rosenblatt was forty-eight years old 
and was born in this city. He was educated 
in the public schools, and at an early age 
went to Rochester, where he became a 
clerk in a ary goods house. He soon re- 
turned to this city and entered, the firm of 
Dreyfus, Kohn & Co., in which his father, 
Gottlieb Résenblatt, was a special partner, 
A4Ahout 1880 his father and Mr. Dreyfus died, 
and he became a full partner. 

Mr. Rosenblatt worried greatly over the 
business embarrassments of the firm, and 
he was, in addition, prostrated by the heat 
on Saturday. Meningitis developed and was 
the direct cause of death. He leaves a 
wife, a son, and a daughter. He was a

Sister Mary Irene, who for twenty-seven: 
vears was at the head of the work of seving 
the lives of homeless fnfants in New-York 
City, is dead, The malady from. which she 
had patiently suffered for’ forty years, and 


which ended her Nfe'at 7:89 o’clock yester- 
day morning, was. heart disease, but the 
primary cause of her death was the)heat. 

Her secular name was Mary Irene Fitz- 
gibbon. She was born in Kensington, Eng- 
land, on May 12, 1823. Her parents came to 
New-York when she was nine years old. 
After being educated in a parish school, she 
determined to become sa’ Sister of Charity. 
She was received into the community of 
that sisterhood at’) Mount St. Vincent, on 
Jan, 15, 1850, and was’ sent as a novice to 
St. Peter’s School, in Barclay Street, which, 
although the parochial schoo) of St. Peter's 
Church, was under the ¢harge of the Sisters 
of Charity. Her executive ability and skill 
led to her speedy advancement; and in 
five years from her entrance into St. Peter’s 
School as a novice she was appointed, as 
its Superior. 

There was no provision made by the city 
for the care of ‘abandoned childre: until 
late in the sixties. The waifs picked up 
by the policemen were taken to Blackwell's 
Island,. and there cared for by the aged 
paupers. Few of them survived thelr in- 
fancy. The need of an asylum for found- 
lings, similar to those of Europe, was 
urged by many ‘cHaritable people, and it 
was often considerel by the Sisters of Char- 
ity, into whose care fell many waits left 
by night on the doors’ of mission houses 
or on the steps of churches. 

Archbishop McCloskey, afterward Ce rdinal 
urged Mother Mary Jerome, the Mother 
Supericr of the Bisters of Charity in the 
archdiocese, to undertake the work o1 pro- 
viding for foundlings. She appointed Sister 
Mary Irene and two other sisters in 1569 
to establish a home for foundlings. Sister 
Mary Irene studied the workings of the 
asylums for infants which were the® in 
operation in Baltimore and Washington, 
and then she looked about her for an 
opportunity to start a similar one in New- 
York, having as her sole capital a five-dollar 
bill given to her by Mother Jerome. Sister 
Mary sought aid among charitable women 
and a soclety was soon formed, with Paul 
Thebaud as President, which raised enough 
money io rent and furnish a house. Among 
the women who aided as officera and man- 
agers of the society were Mrs. Terence 
Donnelly, Mrs. Eugene Kelly, Mra. John 
Fox, Mrs. Hugh Kelly, Mrs. Emmet, Mrs. 
er, Daly, Mrs, A. Jaffrey, and Mrs. G, 
Schermerhorn. The society rented a smail 
house at 17 Bast Twelfth Street, and there 
opened the New-York Foundling Hospitai 
on Oct. 11, 1868, 

Within @ month there were forty-five chli- 
dren in the institution, To carry on this 
work money Was needed, and to provide it 
Samuel S. Cox delivered a lecture that 
brought to the hospital $10,000. Augustin 
Daly gave two matinées in his theatre for 
the hospita), one of which yielded $5,000 
and the other $10,000. Dennis O’ Donoghue 
got up a subscription ball, which brought 
in $6,500. There were many private gifts 
besides. Louls White gave $10,000, Mr. 
Ceballos $5,000, and Mr. Higgins $5,000, 
There were many other gifts ranging from 
$1,000 to $4,000. 

The hospita) was removed within a year 
to a larger building on Washington Square. 
The Legisiature in 1870: passed an act em- 
powering the city to grant the asylum a 
Site and to appropriate $100,000 for a build. 
ing, on condition that an equal amount 
should be raised from private sources. A 
committee of men was formed to raise this 
sum, Among its »members were John 
O'Brien, John. D. Crimmins, William Lum- 
mis, Joseph J. O’ Donohue, James Redmond, 
John Fox, and Charles O'Conor. They or. 
ganized a fair that was heia m November, 
lojl, and for weeks before its date a wagon 
rolled slowly through all the streets of 
New-York, day after day, carrying a huge 
bell constantly tolling to remind the people 
of the needs of the home for the little 
foundlings. The fair yielded $71,500. Mrs, 
Richard Connolly secured three gifts of 
$1,000, $5,000, and $21, 00. 

The entire block between Third and lLex- 
ington Avenués and Sixty-eighth and Sixty- 
ninth Streets was secured, and a hospital 
building was erected, but it was long before 
the present massive pile of buildings was 
completed. The hospital suffered dark 
days before it became securely established. 
The per capita allowance given by. the city 
was reduced in 1872, owing to the construc- 
tion given tO an act of the Legisiature in 
that year relating to it, and, although the 
buildine on Sixty-eighth Street was ocenu- 
pied in 1572, the institution was so short 
of money as to be obliged to réfuse many 
deserving cases. A bill was passed by. the 
Legislature in 1874, allowing the hospital 
38 cents e day from the city for each 
inmate, and a strong-attempt was made 
to induce Gov: Joh A. Dix.to veto it. 
While the bili was cn Goy. Dix's tabie, he 
came to New-York os the gnest of Thur- 
low Weed. He was induced to visit the 
hospital, and Sister Mary [rene showed 
him her work and pleaded the cause of the 
little ones. Gov. Dix was profoundly in- 
terested by what he saw, and said to Sister 
lrene, as he departed: * Trustime. I will 
do whay I can for yeu. 
A cuflous incident Happened in tonnection 
with this bill; of which Sister Mary never 
tired of telling. The sisters. prayed to St. 
Joseph that! the Governor might, decide to 
sign the bill, They went so far as to fix 
a pen in the whands of a statme of St. Jo- 
seph in the chapel of the institution, pray- 
ing that it might remain there until the 
Governor signed the Dill. Several days 
passed, and, finally ne Morning, while 
@ number of sisters wére assembled in the 
chapel, the pen suddenly dropped to the 
floor. .Two hours leter Sister ‘Mary re- 
ceived a telegram, reading: 

IY have signed your bill. JOHN A. DIX. 

For years.a cradle stood outside: the In- 
stitution’s doors, where infants were de- 
osited, chiefly by night.

A Medal Presented to Sergt. Schneider 
of Baltimore, 


from ‘The Baltimore’ American, Aug. 18. 

George Schneider, who was a Sergeant in 
Corupany A, Third Maryland Battalion, 
Veteran Volunteers, in the civil war, was 
presented with the United States medal 
for bravery during the battle at Petvers- 
burg, Va., Jwly 30, 1864 A letter. from 
Gen. John G. Parks, commanding the Ninth 
Army Corps, to which the battalion be- 
longed, recormmending the awarding of the 
medal, was recently found in-the War De- 
partment at Washington. The letter was 
written soon ‘after the conflict, and in some 


way was lost. 

The medal is of bronze, with a United 
States shield at the top. Next to it tg 4 
short ribbon of the Stars and Stripes, con- 
necting an eagle mounted on two cannon, 
and a pile of cannon balis. Below this 1s 
the main. portion of the medal, of star 
shape. On the front ts the inscription: 
“The Congress to Sergt. George Schneider, 
Company A, Third Maryland Veteran Volun- 
teers, for gallantry at Petersburg, Va., July 
Lk64.’". The other side is handsomely 
engraved, and on appears the United 
States coat of arms. 

Mr. Schneider received a letter fram the 
Chief of the Record and Pension Office of 
the War Department, stating that by direc- 
tion of the President, the medal had been 
awarded in accordance with the act of Con- 
gress, of March 8, 1893, providing tor tne 
presentation of medals of honor to such 
soldiers as most distinguished themselves 
in action. The medal was awarded by the 
Assistant Secretary of War, in which he 
used the following language: “This non- 
commissioned officer, after the Color Ser- 
geant had been shot down, sefeed the col- 
ors and planted them on the enemy’s works 
during the charge.”’ ; 

Ident. Col, Gilbert P. Robinson of Jersey 
City, N. J., in command of the battalion 
at the time, and who first recommended 
the awarding of the medal, was at Mr. 
Sahneider’s home last night, and. made the 
fo®mal presentation. He said:, ‘‘ The medal 
is given to Mr. Schneider for bravery dis- 
played when the mine at Petersburg, Va4., 
was blown up. Two color bearers were 
killed just before Mr. Schneider took up 
the colors. J ordered him to the rear, but 
his reply was: ‘No; not as long as you 
are here.’ Just before picking up the col- 
ors he was shet through the leg with’ a 
bullet, and while planting them was hit 
in the back with a piece of shell. No sol- 
dier ever deserved a medal more than he. 
Subsequently, in. front of Petersburg, he 
was ot through the body, and he is one 
of only three soldiers who had a handker- 
chief pulled through a wound and’ lived.

Whether they 
are the complementary’ (transverse) vibra- 
tions of the ether, as the discoverer him- 
self supposed, or sound’ waves, as Mr. Edl- 
s0n.is sald to believe, or the infinitely smal! 
Waves of light that lie beyond the violet 
end of the spectrum, a view which com- 
mends itself to perhaps the strongest and 
most numerous body of authorities, this 
much. alone is certain, that the rays are 
opening our eyes wider than before to the 
possibilities of! some very obscure problems 
in optical physics, RE cok , 

To most observers the Réntgén, or XX 
rays, Which emanate from a vacuum tube 
when excited in @ particular manner, are 
known only by their effect: They have an 
existence independent of the greenish glow 
of the tube itself, because When the tube is 
wrapped up so that.no light ean issue, the 
tuys pehewate the wrapping and manifest 
themselves in various “ways, such as the 
Minzckening Of photographic plates and the 
production of fluorescence. They are aiso 
capable of electro-magnetic. effects. 

‘’o the ordinary human eye, however, 
they are intisible—that is to say, they make 
no impression upon the nerves of the retina 
‘when protected by. the crystalline jens 
which admits the rays of light. Cases have, 
nevertheless, occurred, or are reported, in 
which the X rays have become: actually 
visible; one particularly, that. of a person 
who was contronted with them in the dark 
efter an operation for cataract, ténding to 
show that it is the: opacity of the Jens 
itself which preyents our seeing the rays, 
and, that on its removal the retina becomes 
sensitive, In the same way, the ultra-violet 
rays haye been made visible to the eve 
after operation for cataract, a Rument 
for the theory that X rays and ciara: violet 
rays are the same. i 

Following up this train of study, 4’ well. 
known wricer on electrical subjects, whose 
identity is veiled beneath the ‘signature 
‘“ Magnes,” has recently published a series 
of articles upon. the: famous. experiments 
of Baron Reichenbach. Reichenbach, al- 
though in his day a capable chemist and 
metallurgist, has been usually regarded as 
a charlatan, more on ‘account of the use 
to which his “‘ odylic’’ researches have been 
put than on account’ of the researches 
themselves. Briefly stated, they amount to 
this: That ‘a large proportion of human 
beings, and more espetialiy hyper-neurotic 
“ gensitives,”’ are able to detect a bright 
glow from the poles of a magnet in the 
dark, 

The account of Reichenbach’s actual ex- 
periments In this direction, as given by his 
exponent, Dr, Willlam Gregory, contains 
nothing to arouse suspicidn of quackery or 
deception. On .the contrary, they sound 
almost convincing, But’ the results are difii- 
eult to accept, and are made more difficult 
by the introduction. of a number of hal- 
lucinatory apparitions which have nothing 
to do with magnetism. 

Thus, in regard te one of these séances, 
which lasted five or six hours in a perfect- 
ly dark room, it was stated that 

Everything possessed af. life emits light; that 
men have not only thelr heads and hands lumi- 
nous, but that their whole body is environed 
with brightness iike a halo. That even the 
breath emlts Nght; that every chemical reaction 
manifests it; that all friction, even the flowing 
of water through 4 glass tube, is visible as 
light. Luminous clouds were seen .to emanate 
from a bell go long as it was kept ringing; nay, 
even those ;who rote from a sofa saw, the place 
Which they had just occupied shine. 

This sort of thifg it ‘is which has caused 
Reichenbach's. experiments to ignored 
and regarded with mistrust. But a few in- 
vestigators hava ventured ‘to follow them 
up, and not altogether without success. 
Their researches have been confined to the 
perception of the maguetic glow. We can- 
not do better than quote from the articles 
referred to, first one of the Baron’s own 
cases, and then one of the independent 
experiments: 

Mite. Barbara Reichel, twenty-nine, 
daughter of a servant in the Imperial Palac 
Luxemburg. Twenty-two years previously, when 
@ little ehild, she had fallen from a window and 
had ever since been subject to nervous attacks, 
sleep waiking, and oceasianal insanity. She could 
perceive the magnetic Might strongly, and ita 
proximity toa her body. did not affect her, a: nad 
been tound to be the case with most sensitive 
persons, . Mlle. Reichel dould see the glow not 
only in perfect darkness, when the tnagnetic 
emanations were brightest, b¥gest, and best de- 
fined, and the pluy of colors »most distinct, but 
she could altro @istinguish ithe luminosity, al 
though fess clearly, in the *twilfght. When a 
magnet was brought to Wer in the dark she saw 
it luminous mvt obly with the armature de- 
tached, hot also with {t on, although .the ap- 
pearance was, quite different in the two cases, 
She made -a drawing of the nine-bar horseshoe 
magnet, the arms. of whidh were about 10 inches 
long, ana the flaming light is shown to rise nearly 
the sume distance above the limbs of the, magnet, 
and to be broader than the steel. The flame, she 
said, appeared white below, yellow higher up, 
rescing into red, and ending above in blue and 
green. 

The record of this and of about. fifty 
other similar cases induced Prof, W. 1. 
Barrétt of Dublin to repeat the experiments 
in 1883, and the rooms of the Psychical 
Society in Westmirgter were chosen. as the 
scene, The supposed sensitives were kept. 
in an absolutely dark room, with an electro- 
magnet in it, and the current’ was switched 
on and off from the magnet at arbitrary 
intervals by observers in an adjacent room, 
the exclamations of .those (within being 
noted as a response to the. operation. The 
sensitives were a Mri Smith and a. boy, 
who both declared that they could see a 
glow. proceeding from a permanent steel 
magnet. 

After a’ few preliminary trials to test the ar- 
rangements, a consecutive series of observations 
extending over.an hour was made by Mr,. Sraith. 
At .intervals during this period the manipulators 
in the next room silently and unexpeotedly closed 
and opened the circuit, the intervals ‘bein de- 
signedly varied from a féw seconds to as many 
minutes, In this manner fourteen consecutive 
trials were made, and in every instance ex- 
cept one the exclamations of Mr. Smith as) ‘to 
when the light appeared am ere ade agreed 
precisely with the move its of the commutator 
according to. the unani B testimony. of those 
operating the apparatus,” It may be mentioned 
that neither Mr. Smith nor the boy appeared to 
have unusual powers of vision for the objects in 
the darkened room. i 

Similar experiments Were made on another eyen- 
ing with the boy, and fairly satisfactory mesults 
obtained:. On the taterruption of the circuit the 
luminosity was not instantly extinguished, al- 
though it rapidly died away,.and this again tis 
in striking agreement with the testimony of some 
of Reichenbach’s subjects, and. may possibly be 
accounted ‘for by the residual magnetism in the 
electro-magnet employed: This lac was also 
tried with two permanent horseshoe magnets, and 
clearly saw,the luminosity on both. Unknown 
to him, Prof) Barrett stlently changed their posi- 
tion, but the boy at ontte detected where they 
were placed. He aiso correctly told the professor 
whether he moved a magnet or'dewn: or held 
it stationary; this was repeatedly. tried with suc- 
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of Qainquennial Congress. 


Openedin London on the 4th inst. / 

President, Dr. Pope of Grantham, was in 
the chair, and there was a large attendance 
of delegates and visitors from all parts of 


Great Britain and the world. 

The President took for the subject of his 
opening address ‘The Influence of the 
Therapeutic Teaching of Hahnemann in 
1796 on the Study and Practice of Medicine 
in 1896," and The London Times reports 
his speech as follows: 

‘After a few words.of cordial welcome to 
the foreign members, Dr. Pope spoke of the 
year 1786 as one in which an indelible im- 
pressfon was made upon medicine both in 
its preventive: and curative aspects. In 
that year Hahnemann published in the lead- 
ing medical journal of Europe the first ¢s- 
say which developed into’ what was now 
known as homeopathy. 

** Hahnemann recognized, as Sir Wiliam 
Hamilton ‘of Hdinburgh said in 1852, that 
medicine had not made a. single step since 
the days of Hippocrates; a humiliating 
charge which the late Dr. Begble in 1575 
failed in his attempt to rebut. The. only 
real sten which had been taken In medicine 
since the primitive times was in fact that 
taken in the essay published in 1796 to 
which he had referred. 

“At that time Hahnemann limited the 
rule of drug selection, to the treatment of 
chronic disease, a Hmitation which his. dis- 
covery rapidly acting specifics a few 
years later removed. Acute diseases were 
then Cirected:to be treated. by palliatives 
to remové temporary obstructions, in the 
confidence that, those removed, nature 
would be able to assert her power and the 
patient recover. For that purpose  blood- 
letting and purgatives and the suppression 
of pain by opium were enjoined, not as. be- 
ing remedial, as they had been supposed to 
be, but as palliatives. 

“The teaching of Hahnemann in 4796 Iin- 
sisted updn the necewity for a reform in 
therapeutics, on the displacement of vene- 
Section from ,the category of remedial 
agents to the subordinate position of a pal- 
Native, to be used only in the absence of 
any knowledge of rapidly acting specifics, 
on the nature and need of medicines which 
should act specifically, on the study of 
drugs by experimental inquiries into their 
powers of'modifying the health of the body, 
on their clinical application by the guidance 
of the precios of similia similibus curan- 
tur, and on their administration singly and 
in small doses. 

* The need of therepeutic reform had been 
admitted with a consensus of opinion which 
yas enormous, and on the question of blood- 
letting the views taught by Hahnemann in 
1706 were precisely those held by the hos- 
pital physicians of to-day. 

“The chief interest of Hahnemann’s es- 
Say centred in the method of studying drug 
action Which it described. hat method 
was by exyeriments with drugs upon 
healthy human beings in order to acquire a 
knowledge of the modifications produced in 
healthy conditions by the operation of sub- 
sances capable of producing modificationg— 
the definition of pharmacology given a few 
Years ago by Thea Lancet. From the pur- 
view of the teachers of the present day, 
pharmacology having proved to be useless, 
the College of Physicians had lately with- 
drawn it from the examination required 
for their license, 

“Until the fact that there was doctrine 
in. therapeutics was recognized and the 
other fact that this doctrine was that 
pressed upon the attention of the profes- 
Sion by Hahnemann in 1796 was admitted, 
pharmacology would continue to be useless 
and the action of the College of Physicians 
justified. For it was true that, as Hahne- 
mann stated a century ago, the results 
of pharmacology to be of any value must 
be directed by a therapeutic principle, and 
that principle must be the one formulated 
@s similia similibus curantur. 

“Medicines were now given, whether wit- 
tingly or not, on the homeopathic princi- 
ple by those who repudiated homeopathy, 
and in dosés that fifty years ago would 
have filled the ordinary practitioner with 
contempt. At the present moment one of 
the two most important principles urged 
by Hahnemann In 1796 was declared upon 
the highest authority to be of the greatest 
consequence to the progress of the hea!- 
ing art, but, inasmuch as it was incapable 
of application without the other, {t had, 
as Prof. Allbutt had. said, heen * thrust 
out of the door” When the truth of that 
other had been admitted, it would, to con- 
tinue Prof. Allbutt’s illustration, * return 
by the window.’ 

“Then, but not before then, would the 
brilliant future predicted for pharmacology 
by The Lancet bé realized, the true great- 
ness of the work which Hahnemann accom- 
plished for the art of medicine be rec- 
ognized, and he himself regarded by the 
entire profession as one whose memory 
was: worthy of all the honor with which 
it could be enshrined,’ 

Reports’ from the different countries of 
the world as to the history of homeopathy 
during the last five years and its present 
state therein were then presented. The 
General Secretary, Dr. Hughes, read a 
short abstract of these reports. in the course 
of which he stated that of all the countries 
in which homeopathy was represented they 
had only been unable to secure reports 
from Spain, Mexico, and South America. 
Austria showed things In statu quo, In 
Denmark there were now seven homeo- 
pathic practitioners. In France great ad- 
vance had been made and great good had 
been done by amalgamation. Germany 
presented a great advance in the reception 
of homeopathy among ihe laity. There 
were now 400 homeopathic practitioners In 
Germany, 

In the report for Great Britain the chief 
feature mentioned was the opening of the 
new homeopathic hospital in London, <Aus- 
tralia was advancing rapidiy. Tne most 
noticeable feature in the report from India 
was the spread of homeopathic principles 
among the natives. Italy. now contained 
fifty homeopathic practitioners, who were 
well organized, and the reports from Hol- 
land, Portuga}, Russia, Switzerland, and 
Beigium were also of an encouraging nat+ 
ure. The United States sent a most cheer- 
ful account of the progress of homeopathy 
in that country, in which mention was made 
of.the large increase of the adherents to 
homeopathic principles and the number of 
hospitals devoted to homeopathic treatment.

THE SILVER CRAZE. 

The President of Brown University says 
that if this country shail retain the gold 
standard it will be compelled to borrow 
money every year for the payment of or- 
dinary, expenditures. We quote from a 
letter written by him a few days ago and 
published yesterday: 

“Jt is our present course which must 
speeflily lower our credit. How jong could 
@ man or @ firm continue to have credit 
who horrowed each year to pay a large por- 


tion of his running expenses? Yet on a 
gold basis this course is inevitabie,” 


Nonsense, Would it be inevitable if by 
new legislation the revenue should be in- 
creased to a sum amply sufficient te meet 
all current expenses? It is the “running 
expenses’’ of the Government that Mr, 
Anbruws is taiking about. If the re- 
ceipts should be large enough to meet 
these expenses, why would the retention 
of the gold standard compel the Goyern- 
ment to borrow money to be used in pay-~- 
ing them? The Silver Senators, with 
whom Mr, ANDREWS is in sympathy, re- 
fused to permit any enlargement of the 
inadequate revenue by legislation, 











SOME QUESTIONS, 


We have received from a correspondent 
in South Glens Falls a letter in which he 
asks some questions which we shall try 
to answer as clearly as we can. 

1. “If it was true, as we all know it 
was, that at the time the act of Feb. 12, 
1873, was passed, silver was a little high- 
er than gold, why was that bill passed? 
A blind man can read the reason, It 
was in the interest of the money power, 
and not in the interest of the people.’”’ 

The reason for the passage of ihe act 
of 1872 was stated by the Hou. Wmr14M 
D.. Keuiey, Chairman of the committee 
reporting it, as follows: ‘‘It is impossible 
to retain the double standard. The val- 
ues of gold and silver continually fluctu- 
ate. You cannot determine this year 
what will be the relative values of gold 
and silver next year. They were 15 to 1 
a short thne ago; they aro’ 16 to 1 now.” 
Ani this was indorsed by Senator Srxew- 
ART of Nevada: “Gold is the universal 
standard of the world. Everybody 
knows what a dollar in gold is worth.” 
We think this statement of the reason for 
the passage of the act of 1873 made by 
the advocatss of the bill is more likely to 
be true than the explanation of our cor- 
respondent. If there is a “ money pow- 
er’ that now wants a gold standard be- 
cause gold is dearer than silver, that 
“nower”™ could hardly have abolished 
silver as a standard when it was dearer 
than gold, Such a suggestion looks spite- 
ful rather than reasonable. 

2. “In the twenties, I believe, silver 
was mined at about thirty-five times the 
weight of gold in pounds. Why, if there 
Was s0 small an amount of gold, wasn’t 
it higher then? ” 

This is a question that no one can fuliy 
answer. The ratio ig pretty nearly right. 
Dr. SopTreeeR estimates the product of 
silver from 1821 to 1830 to be to the gold 
product as 97 to 8, ar as 22 1-8 to 1. The 
previous decade it was as 47 to 1, and in 
the decade from 1801 to 1810 it was 49 to 
1. The most reasonable explanation why 
the relative values changed only slightly 
dying these marked changes in produc- 
tion is that the annual product was small 
compared to the amount already in ex- 
istence..’ 

3. “In 1873 about 5 (times the weight 
of silver) to 1 (the. weight of gold) was 
reached. Now, why did not silver keep 
high as it was at that time?” 

The figures are wrong. In 1873 the sil- 
ver product was 63,267,187 fine gunees, 
and the gold product was 4,053,675. fine 
ounces, or 13.6 to 1. One reason why sil- 
ver did not remain high was its greater 
product compared to. gold and compared 
to the previous stock. This is shown in a 
comparison of 1873 and 1893, as follows:

WHY NOT GIVE ASSURANCES? 

In addressing a party of visiting vet- 
erans at his Ohio home on Thursday Ma- 
jor McKiniey sald: “Sectionalism has 
given place to National spirit and patri- 
otism ‘has smoothed the asperities of 
| partyism, while the preseryation of the 
National honor constitutes the great aim 
and purpose of all\patriotic American cit- 
izens.” He showed, by referring to incl- 
dents of the past year, that he applied 
this to the people of the North and South 
alike. 

There has for a” long time been but one 
obstacle to the passing away of sectiona]- 
ism and the smovthing of party asperities 
by patriotism in the South as well as the 
North, and that has beén the persistency 
of the party of which Mr. MoKinixey is 
now the candidate for President in de- 
manding interference by National au- 
thority with the control of elections by 
the States, 

It was the theory of our Union of 
States that all elections were State elec- 
tions, though authority was reserved to 
Congress to make or change the regula- 
tions for choosing representatives to its 
own body. Until the latest amendments 
of the Constitution, suffrage was wholly 
&® matter of State regulation, and it is 
eo still under certain general limitations, 
Laws relating to the ‘conduct of elections 
are State laws and are executed under 
State authority, and the people are very 
jealous of any transfer to National au- 
thority in these, matters.. They are es- 
pecially so in the South on account of 
peculiar difficulties imposed upon them 
by the Constitutional amendments. 

it is very recently that the Republican 
Party was still insisting upon Federal in- 
terference with elections, with special ret- 
erence to regulating and eontrolling them 
in the Southern States. That has done 
more than all other things combined to 
keep up sectionalism: and to maintain the 
“ asperities of partyism.” It is almost 
the sole reason why Southern white men 
have refused to support the Repubitcan 
Party and why sound-money men in that 
section can now hardly be brought to the 
fupport of Mr, McEXINL&Y on any terms. 

Ts there to be an end of this? Are we 
to hear no more of.‘tfercelaws”? For the 
first time within the memory of half the 
voters of the couniry the Republican Na- 
tional Conyention had nothing to say this 
year about free elections and fair counts, 
the euphermism in which it has been 
usual to veil the menace of interference. 
Does this mean that that sort of thing 
is given up and that the States are to be 
left to regulate and manage their own 
eléctions without any fear of Federal in- 
terpusition? if so, {ti would be well to 
have sOme asstirance of it. Nothing 
would contribute so much to the giving 
way of sectionalism to National spirit 
and the smoothing of the asperities of 
partyism with patriotism. Nothing would 
do so much to remove the incitement to 
Populism in the South and to encourage 
opponents of Democrats to become Re- 
publicans. Solidity is not desirable in 
any section, for it ia a sign and symptom 
of sectionalism, and it is the Republican 
policy of Federal interference that has 
kept the South solid so iong.

A MYSTERY OF THE ARCTIC. 


—} 


Explorers in Spitzbergenv Find Traces 
of @ Missing Man. 


From The London Nevw¢ 

Mr. J. R. Jeaffreson of tho Jeaffreson- 
Farnham Arctic Expedition, writing from 
Cape Thorsten on July 15, says: 

‘In the last letter I wrote you I said 
we were starting to try and reach Norden- 
skiold, eur old Winter quarters of 1876, 
and where, so it was supposed, one of the 
crew of the lost walrus sloop had been left 
te die in February. I also said that pre- 
vious attempts to reach him had failed, 
owing to the thick pack which surrounded 
the shore, and that I was going to try. 

“ Well, we started in the steam launch 
Express, taking with us Mr, Witt, the Nor- 
wegian owner of the boat, and one of the 
Swedes, and some others, and we had the 
luck for the first time this year to get 
through the pack and land at a little bay. 
After a tough scramble up the cliffs, we 
reached rhe huts. 

“To our surprise, we found the man 
neither dead nor alive, but there was every 
trace of his recovery of the attack 
scurvy from which he was suffering when 
he was deserted by his companions. He 
had killed a deer, buiit a sledge—which 1 
am bringing back, as well as a bow and 
spade—and had made a shovel and a sort 
of crossbow out of wood, which I found 
with some ptarmigan feathers, proving that 
he had killed game. But. his gun, clothes, 
and all the cartridges had gone, and great 
is the speculation as to his fate. 4 

‘Did he so far recover that he tried to 
cross the fiord to his companions and per- 
ished in the ice? If so his body will never 
be found. I am certain he did not die with- 
in. ten miles of the hut, as I have spent 
three days searching fn all directions.

“We also found by the decayed wooden 
eross the graves of Nordenskiold’s thirteen 
companions who perished in 1872. They 
were covered with the white and yellow 
Arctic poppies and a little purple flower 
which is just breaking through the snow. _ 

‘Baron de Dere is here now, camped 
with Sir M. Conway’s party at Advent Bay. 
Sir M. Conway and Batty have gone up the 
Rendal Valley from Sarsen Bay. We move 
on up Dickson’s Bay to-morrow, to cross 
to Wilde Bay and the inland ice of New- 
Friesland. It is full early to attempt it, 
put I think I can get a whaleboat up. De 
Lane killed a few reindeer and seals, but 
they are in no condition, Wild fow! are 
very plentiful. I will send an account of 
the Andrée balloon expedition: I shall see 
him start from Amsterdam Island on 
Aug. 3."’ : 

Writing again on July 21, Jeaffreson says: 
"We have lost our walrus boat, the Littie 
Cousin. She was pinched on shore in the 
land water on July 16, near the mouth of 
Dickson’s Bay, by the heavy pack ice. We 
are sixty miles from civilization. By civiliz- 
ation I mean the nearest expedition. For- 
tunately we have a tent, six guns, and six 
weeks’ food. We have made three at- 
tempts by land, but only got thirteen miles 
in twenty-nine hours, walking the last mile 
step by step with our ice axes up perpen- 
dicular slopes of ice and shale, and had to 
give it up. 

‘*One of our party, who has been up the 
Matterhorn and done some climbing in the 
Himalayas, says they are nothing to it, and 
the cold, driving sleet, rain, and snow near- 
ly froze us io death. I never, in all my ex- 
perience, suffered so. We are going to build 
a raft, or a punt, out of driftwood and an 
014 wrecked whaler’s hut, to try and cross 
Ice Flord. If we can do it we are saved. 
If not, unless the steamer comes to look for 
us, our position will be serious. It is the 
worst fix I was ever in, but we have the 
satisfaction of having’ been iniand where 
mortal man has never been.”’ 

In a footnote written later Mr. Jeaffreson 
states that he and his party have been res- 
cued by @ walrus t. crew, who have 
sold them a boat, so that they go on with 
their exploring.

grin port of Rieka and the Turkish town 
of Scutarl, a distance of twenty-five miles. 
There is a single diligence in the country, 
carrying the mail from Cattaro to Cettigne — 
and subsidized oy the Austrian Govern- 
ment. It conveys four passengers, and 
the Director of Posts aud Telegraphs has 
prepared an elaborate set of regulations for 
the guidance of passengers, one of which 


provides that, though the traveler is en- 
titled to the seat marked on his ticket, 
the respect due by youth to age requires 
that the former should always yield the 
best places to their seniors, 

Last year the maize harvest was. poor 
and the tobacco and wine production in 
ferior. The Croatian system of doméestia 
communism prevails in’ the ownership of. 
land, and the chief crops are maize, to- 
o2CCO, oats, potatoes, barley, and buck- 
wheat. The wine is cultivated in two dis- 
tricts, and the olive on the coast near Af« 
tivari and. Dulcigno, Live. stock of ali 
kinds is reared, and many sheep and cat- 
tle are exported to Malta and Marseilles, 
and some to Italy. Some caitle, also, are 
smuggled across the Austrian frontier, the 
Austrian duty being very heavy. ree 

The Austrian tobacco régie purchased the 
whole tobacco crop, amounting te about 
450,000 pounds, in 1894: but the experiment 
proved a failure, as the experts were not 
satisfied with the quality, so the cultivators 
last year had a large stock left on their 
hands. Sumac, a small plant growing wild, 
in the mountain districts, is powdered and 
Sold in Austria and Germany for dyeing and 
tanning. Hides, skins, wool, beeswax, and’ 
other products are exported in very small 
quantities. The import of salt and petro- 
leum is a Government monopoly. 

Up to. two vears ago the whole trade of 
Montenegro had been in the hands of 
Trieste and Vienna merchants, through 
whom British goods were imported at very 
high prices; but the trading company al- 
ready mentioned has endeayored to develop 
a direct trade, and with some success. The 
British imports chiefiy ‘cotton, piece 
goods, and yarns.’ The total imports last 
year amountec to £57,260, of which the Brit- 
ish share was £18,460. 

The difficulty in the way of trade is that 
Montenegro has no port, Dulcigno and Anti- 
vari being mere roadsteads, and therefore 
everything has to be imported through the 
Austrian port of Cattaro. The total revenue 
is £50,000 to £70,000; Austria helps to make 
and maintain the roads, and Russia subsi- 
dizes the schools; there are no banks and 
no coinage. Crime is rare, and the people 
are friendly to strangers, and especially to 
Englishmen, on account services 
rendered by the British fleet at Dulcigno m 
1880. . 

The personal devotion of all Montenegring 
to their Prince is‘extreme.. The retail trad- 
ers of the principality are, as a rile 
Christians from Albania, Herzegovina and 
Novi Bazar, while the skilled workmen are 
from Itaiy, Dalmatia, and Trieste, the Morn- 
tenegrins themselves looking on arms ag 
the only occupation worthy of a man’s ate 
tention.

NO one wanted.to see the sun yesterday 
morning, and when men and women went 
to their work and found ciouds still ob- 
scuring the sky, they were glad, for it 
sugured at last a cooler day. 
promise of more rain was not ful- 
filed until about 3 P. M., when there was 

hard shower of a few moments’ dura- 
tion. After that the clouds were dispelled 
and the sun shone again with much of his 
old-time force. But after sunset the clouds 
pathered again. 

There were fewer deaths and. prostrations

The supply at the different stations was 
exhausted. before: midnight. . The -scenes 
at the Seventh, Eleventh, | Twelfth, and 
Thirteenth Precinct houses showed to what 
extent the generosity of the city was_ap- 
preciated. he Seventh and Eleventh Pre- 
cincts include the most crowded tenement 
districts on the east side, and although 
eleven tons were alotted to each of these 
station houses, the supply was exhausted 
in a short time. Six o’clock was the hour 
announced for the distribution, arf@ as early 
as 4 o’clock the children of the poor people 
of the neighborhood began to gather in the 
vicinity of the station houses. They car- 
ried tin pans, pails, baskets; wash boilers, 
and similar receptacles for the ice. 

These children were a study. Some were 
fairly clean, more were very dirty. Some 
were neatiy dressed, but the majority wore 
ragged clothin Half-fed children, barely 

able to drag t 1emselves about, were sent 
by their parents to carry away ten-pounds 
ot ice. Nearly all of the applicants. were 
children. The men who applied were usual- 
ly recognized by the police as having work 
and being able to ig} ice. 

The scene at the Madison Street Station 
was a sample of all. At 6 o'clock fully 
500 children had assembled in front’ of 
the station house. Some of them were 
rather unruly, and as the ice was late 
in arriving’ they became very impatient, 
and the din they made with their pans and 
pails was deafening. 

Roundsman Hulz was in charge of the 
work of distribution. He ts big in stature, 
and he showed that his heart was in pro- 
portion to his size. While the ice was be- 
ing unloaded from the wagons he lifted 
many a little one from the dense crowd and 
gave out the allowance, to prevent the child 
from being crushed in the crowd. Some- 
times he was obliged to use harsh words to 
those who applied who he knew were not 
deserving. 

One woman who asked in the most 
plaintive tone for a piece of ice was recog- 
nized as being the. proprietor of a street 

Ane 1 and the owner of a house. 

What does your father do?” asked the 
ro undsman of a little girl who applied. 

‘}ie’s a boss tailor,” replied the girl 

‘Then you run home and tell. him_to 
eae his ice,” said the roundsman. “ This 
is for poor people.” 

One very pathetic incident occurred at 
this station house. A littie girl neatiy 
dressed, but delicate-looking, applied to the 
roundsman. The latter asked the usual 
question, ‘* Where is your father?” 

“T don’t know, sir,” replied the child, 

‘We haven't seen him for six months, and 
anther is sick and can’t work.” - 

“Come right along,” said the roundsman, 
and he picked out a good-sized piece. 

There were numerous remarkable inel- 
dents, as might have been expected in such 
a crowd. It was a hard crowd to handle, 
because the policemen could do nothing but 
use the mildest sort of persuasion: There 
were several attempts at repeating, and 
some of them succeeded, but usually they 
were detected. 

It was estimated that 1,500 persons were 
served at the Madison Street Station, and 
fully 2.000 at the Eldridge Street and the 
Delancey Street Stations.

- Only one minnte and tialt an hour now 
stand between the ocean record and a six 
days’ voyage from Southampton. Only a 
pank of fog stood between the American 
Line steamship St. Paul and the glory of 
a six-day.record on the trip completed yes- 
terdey, 

The ‘St. Paul cut one hour and fifty-three 
minutes off the Southampton record, which 
was made iby the St, Louis in her last trip, 
ending Aug. 7, and she lowered her own 
record, which was the best when she com- 
pleted it, June 5, by five hours’ and one 
minute, She landed her passengers at the 
pier foot of Fulton Street, North River, 
shortly after 11. o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing: It'was the first time any boat of the 
line had landed its passengers before noon. 

It was considered remarkable when, in 
September, 184, the stearnship New-York 
of the same line enabled her passengers to 
spend Friday night in New-York. She did 
the passage in 6 days T hours and 14 min- 
wtes, robbed the Paris of first place, and 
beat her record of 6 days 9 hourg and 37 
minutes, which she made in July 1893. 
“The New-York and Paris are British 
built. The American-bullt craft, St. Paul, 
fresh from the dry dock in Southampton, 
where her bottom was thoroughly scraped, 
eame in yesterday after being out but 6 
days and 31 minutes between the Needles, 
off Southampton Harbor, and Sandy Hook 
Lightship—the two points between which 
records are computed. She had maintained 
an average hourly speed throughout of 
21.08 knots. 

The record of the St. Louls, which she 
beat, was 6 Gays 2 hours and 24 minutes, 
the average speed of which voyage was 
20.867 ‘knots an hour—a difference in favor 
of the St. ‘Paul ¢f,.218 knots an hour. 

Both vessels came over the northerly 
route,, which is about seventy miles 
shorter than the suutherly course. The St. 
Paul covered a course of 3,046.1 knots; the 


St. Louis covered a course of 3,065 knots. 
The westher conditions were nearly sim- 
ilar—smooth seas and light winds. 

Chief Engineer QGarnegie apparently had 
in-mind the taunt of Chief Engineer! Walls 
of the St, Louis, made when the St. Louls 

vas starting on her last westerly voyage 
also just out of the dry’dock. Wallis had 
said that he was going to give the St. Paui 
a new time pace. Carnegie had said that 
time’ would show a thing or two. 

Just before the St. Paul sailed, the en- 
gineer ha@ distributed among the passengers 
an ebstract of the log of the St. Louis on 
her record-breaking trip. One of these 
ecards was-also tacked up in the engineer's 
office and another where the firemen could 
see it; Blank seres were left against each 
day’s run of the St.. Louis for the noting 
down. of each Seicélmondine day’s run of 
the St. Paul. 

Needless to say, the passengers were not 
slow. to understand the significance of the 
eard,,and all became intensely interested 
at onee... The record they kept showed 
these figures at the end of the trip:

Would Mawe the Auctioneers Open 
Boxes for Inspection. 


A committee of the Fruit Buyers’ Union, 
consisting of F. R. Franke, V. L. Zorn, and 
A. Zucca, called upon Mayor Strong yes- 
terday to petition him to compel the fruit 
auctioneers to open all cases of fruit of- 
fered for sale, so that buyers might have 
an opportunity to judge of the quality of 
the article they were buying. 

They explained that, as matiers . now 
stand, fruit buyers purchase on the “ pig- 
in-a-peke "’ plan, and that they get no ap- 
portunity to judge of the stuff they are 
buying. i) 
.The buyers want 
to the beginning 
auctioneers say, 


the boxes opened prior 
of the sale. This, the 
is. impossible, because. of 


the perishable nature of fruits. They also” 


allege that the importers will not consent 
to the opening of the samples, and they 
cannot transgress those orders. 

The buyers told the Mayor that it Is a 
common-practice for the openers te tamper 
with the samples, 

Commodore E. Brown and E. L. Good- 
sell, two of the best-known fruit auction- 
eers, told the Mayor that fruit is not 
sold by sample, and that the buyer always 
has had to assume the risk as to the 
quality of the article. 

The Mayor said that the practice of put- 
ting all the good fruit on top of the boxes 
was a swindle, and urged the auctioneers to 
advise the importers to stop the practice, 
aonb he should be compelied to hold. the 
auctioneers to the strict letter of the law, 
which compels them to permit a thorough 
inspection of the goods offered for sale.

Title to the St, James Hotel property at 
Broadway and Twenty-sixth Street passed 
yesterday from the. Spofford estate to Pen- 
nock Brothers of Philadelphis. The con- 


sideration was $1,000,000. The furniture— 


and fittings, which belong to the Spofford 
estate, will be offered at auction Thursday. 
The buyers expect to take possession by 
Sept. 1. Meanwhile title will be vested in 
a syndicate of: Philadelphia associates to 
be known as the St. James Company, under 
whose direction the present building will be 
removed. A sixteen-story office structure 
will take its place. ; 

The plot consists of four lots on Bwad- 
way, of irregular dimensions, and two ad- 
joining lots, each 25 by 100 feet, on Twen- 
ty-sixth Street. Its Broadway frontage is 
94.8% feet and its total depth on Twenty- 
sixth Street is 100.1 feet. In the new build- 
ing the Broadway floor will be lald ont for 
two stores, separated by a, corridor 15 feet 
wide. Plans are to make the building one 
of the most attractive on Broadway. It 
will be cf stone in the lower stories and of 
brick and terra cotta above. Pennock 
Brothers are buiiders and will supervise 
that part of the work. The architect is 
Bruce Price, who designed the American 
Surety Company Building. 

Negotiations for the salé had been in 
progress since. March. There was no dis- 
pute at any time regarding the price, but 
details of the contract necessitated many 
conferences, which consumed time. There 
was so much haggling amoug the lawyers 
that the Spofford estate permitted Gustav 
Dorval to put opt a sign that the hotel 
would be reopened to-day. Edward W. 
Milligan, representing the estate of Hugene 
W. Spofford, said yesterday ‘that this might 
have occurred if the purchase had been 
longer delayed, 

Terms of sale were one-half cash, the re- 
mainder standing as a mortgage. There 
had been a mortgage of $235,000 on the 
property, which was paid to facilitate the 
sale. The transfer occurred at the office of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company. Those

| More May Follow, According to Kenzo 


Iwahara, Because Americans Are 
Able to Pnderbid the English—In 
Other Sapplies, However, the 
United States Makes 2 Poor Show- 
ing as Compared with Great Brit- 
ain—A Tir Lape Mission, 


The second hikdar for American steel] rails 
for Japanese railroads was placed recently 
with the Carnegie Company by Kenzo Iwa- 
hara, the New-York representative of Mit- 
sul & Co, of Japan. It is a special order for 
9,000 tons to be delivered by the end of the 
year, and is for extensions of three rail- 
reads, one in Middle J%pan, one from Osa- 
‘ka to’ Maizuru, and one in Kiushin Island, 
the southernmost of the Japanese archi- 
pelago. 

‘The sontract calls for sixty-pound rails. 

The price has not been made known by 
either the Carnegie Company or Mr. Iwa- 
hara. 
_“T believe,” said Mr. Iwahara yesterday 
to @ reporter for Tae New-Yorx TIMEs, 
“that Japanese railroad companies will 
plate other orders for rails in America, and 
that American rail manufacturers will find 
a good market for their product in Japan. 
Americans are able to underbid English rai! 
makers even though freight rates from San 
Francisco to Japan are higher than freight 
rates from England to Japan. 

“Japan cannot vet make her own rails, 
because her iron mines are few and unde- 
veloped. Until they are developed Japan 
must depend on America, England, and 
Germany for her railroad material. 

**& few orders for locomotives have been 
placed with the Baldwin Locomotive Works 
and the Porter Locomotive Works, in this 
country, but most of the locomotives in 
Japan are of English make, while England 
and Germany supply all the passenger and 
freight cars. I doubt whether American 
cars will ever be extensively used in Japan. 

“An important event will be the arrival 
in this country of §. Matsumoto, Chief of 
the Japanese Government Inspectors, who 
will come here next month. Mr. Matsu- 
moto is sent by the Japanese Government 
to study American railroads, their construc- 
tion, equipment, and management, and his 
report to the,Government will have a great 
influence in determining the future of 
American railroad trade with Japan. 

“At the present time all. Japanese rail- 
roads are narrow gauge. It is thought best 
to make them broad gauge, but the ex- 
pense is an obstacle that must be consid- 
ered before a change is made, 

“Japan ig a network of railroads, most 
of which are owned by private companies 
and a number by the Government, but the 
Government exercises supervision of the 
construction of all railroads. No rallroad 
may be built without Government permis- 
gion, and the Government must first sanc- 
tion a proposed route. The Government 
will not allow parallel lines to be buiit, be- 
cause it does not favor competition of that 


kind. The Government believes the inter- 


ests of. Japan demand that there should be 
no such competition between railroad com- 
panies. 

“Japan buys.-her steamships from Eng- 
land rather than from. America, because 
the English can undersell Americans in 
steamships. A new steamship company, 
the’ Oriental Company of Tokio, has just 
been organized, with a capital of 7,500,000 
yen, and tt is going to place orders for

“Tt is a great pity,”? continued Mr: Iwa- 
hara, “that Americans do no: try to com- 
pete with Pnglishmen in the manufacture 
of cotton spindles for the Japanese mar- 
ket. All spindles in Japan are made in 
England. One ‘company supplies 90 per 
cent. of them. We would be very glad to 
buy American spindles if we could do so 
cheaply enough. There is also a, splendid 
field In Japan for Arnerican engines and 
boilers, which are now bought in England. 
But for some reason Arnerican manufact- 
urers do not seem to qare to compete for 
the Japanese trade, 

“T read a dispatch to-day’ from Tokio, 
Stating that an American concern had or- 
dered 100 bicycles from a Japanese bicycle 
company, This may be true, but I doubt 
it.

ORDER OF ARREST VACATED. 





Action in the Case of Joseph Octtin- 
wer Against David Ettinger. 


A motion was made in the Supreme 
Court yesterday before Justica Smyth to 
vacate an order of arrest in the case vf 
Joseph.

possession of the check. Gettizger sought 
to have Ettinger indicted by_ the Grand 
Jury, but the jury dismissed the case. 
Oettinger then began a civil action, and 
Hiyman Oettinger wert on his bond for $5 300 
on the order of arrest. Hyman Oettinger, it 
is alleged, swore that he was worth at 
least $1,000 over all debts, and tt was found 
afterward that there were @ number of un- 
paid judgments against him, and that he 
financially irresponsible. It is alleged, as 
a matter of fact,.that Hyman Oecettinger 
owed Ettinger $1,000 and gave him the 
check which the brother now wants back.

Mr. Menocal said in the course of his ex~ 
amination that he believe@ the accident 
was caused by the extreme heat. which 
reached its maximum on Saturday.

into a lubricant 

In answer to questions, he said he aid 
not think it was a risk to depend for the!
